When rutting 
is done cure should be takcu to thin 
out the undesirable growth. 

Instead of selecting the best trees 
and those which pt-du-e Wood which 
splits easily, the crooked, scarred and 
broken Upped trees should be, taken 
aud those which ore crowding the-fowl 
trees or are overtopped <by them. The 
desirable growth cannot be taken all 
at once, bnt should lie removed in 
seierul rather light thinning*. Atten¬ 
tion should l*o given not only to the 
quality of the trees left, bnt to their 
ability to properly thade the ground. 
U|>en topped trees like birches and 
poplars require a lighter thinning than 
beech and hnrd woods. It Is simply a 
mutter of a little good judgment In the 
amount of thinning.
